SMUGGLING.

The Steamship Janiata Under Selaure —Sixtoen
Thousand Clgars Found Packed Away in Conl
Cinders -The Under OMoers Tmpliontedd -~
On Monday last the steamship Juniata, of the Phi-
Indelphia and Southern Mall Steamship line, plying
betweon this port, llamnu.l, and New Orleans, arrived
in the Delaware from Havana, Edwin Hartley,
special agent of the Treasury Department, over-
hanled the veasel, and selzged soveral barrels and
boxes, which were marked to he dellvered to various
parties, the names used—Smith, Jonea, Young, ete,—
no doubt being Hotitions, Thelr contents were not
marked, but on hreaking them open they were found
to contalu Bome 160 hoxes, containing 14,000 cignrs
packed away in coul cinders. These articles wore
not on the ships manifest, and were accondingly
taken possession of by the United States oMoinl,

Mr, Cochran’s backers nre. many of them,
personally well known to the President, and .16
I# probable that he will appoint him on their
neecount.

It letters and protests which
have been received hore at the Department, that
Mr, Blodget I8 personally unpopular with the
importing merchuntg of Philadelphia, and hag
rendered himeolf obnoxious to that elnss of bnsl-
ness men. It will be no recommendition in his
favor with President Grant that he was an office-
holder under Andrew Johnson, 4 fnet of which
the President is now fully aware.
